NEWS 


Professor  T.  F.  Mcllwraith  participated  in  a conference  at  Albany  on  Iroquois 
research  projects,  on  invitation  of  the  New  York  State  Museum.  In  March,  Prof. 
Mcllwraith  addressed  the  University  Women’s  Club  of  Norfolk  County  in  Simcoe, 
and  was  guest  speaker  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Huronia  Historic  Sites  and 
Tourist  Association  held  in  Barrie. 

Professor  E.  S.  Carpenter  received  a grant  from  the  Canadian  Social  Science 
Research  Council  to  assist  him  in  continuing  his  studies  of  Eskimo  linguistics  and 
concepts  of  time  and  space,  and  was  in  the  Arctic  from  the  end  of  April  to  July. 

Professor  R.  J.  Getty  spoke  on  “Symbolism  in  Aeneid  VI”  and  “Bantley’s  In- 
fluence on  Horatian  Studies”  at  the  Eighth  University  of  Kentucky  Foreign  Language 
Conference  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  on  April  29. 

Professor  G.  Bagnani  lectured  on  “What  the  Researcher  has  for  the  Teachers” 
to  the  Classics  Section  of  the  Ontario  Educational  Association  in  Toronto  on  April 
12. 

Professor  Sir  F.  E.  Adcock,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Ancient  History  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  recently  Vice-Provost  of  King’s  College,  Satlier  Professor 
of  Classical  Literature  for  1956  in  the  University  of  California,  is  a Visiting  Professor 
in  the  Department  of  Classics,  University  College,  during  the  Michaelmas  Term. 

Professor  F.  M.  Heichelheim  represented  Classical  Antiquity  at  a Symposium 
of  the  Wenner-Gren  Foundation,  “Man’s  Role  in  Changing  the  Face  of  the  Earth,” 
June  16-22,  at  Princeton.  He  contributed  a paper:  “Effects  of  Classical  Antiquity  on 
the  Land.”
